Befides immenfe benefaGions which William had formerly be- 
ftowed on this abbey, hé prefented it at his ‘death with the 
crown which he ufed to wear at all high feftivals, and likewile 
with his fceptre and rod, a cup fet with precious ftones, his 
candlefticks of gold, and all his regalia, with the ivory bugle- 
horn which ufually hong at ‘his back. Thefe were afterwards 

wedeemed by his fon William, who, in exchange; granted to 
the monks the manor of Coker, in Somerferfhire. . This abbey 
 poffeffed lands at Bincomb, and the manor of Framptda, in 
Doflétthire. It had alfo lands at Northam, in Devonfflire, and 
fone other poffeffions in different parts.

the circulation, and :frefh ones fucceed,. When the phlogifticated 
particles ‘arrive-at the, lungs, they .are decompofed by the air 
which attraéts. their. phlogifton;. and from which the particles of 
blood, in xeturn,, take a quantity of fire, fo that they are again 
gendered fit for the purpofe which has been defcribed.’ 


- “The'eleventh. fection treats of the vital motions of the body ; 
atid the twelfth, of mufcular motion. The author reduces the.

‘ The idea of mufcular motion, which I had formed to:iny- 
felf many years ago, was, that by the infldence of the nerve, the 
"particles which compofe a mufcular fibre had their attractive 
forces increafed, fo that they were drawn’ nearer together, but 

. that as foon as that influence ceafed, the increafe ot attragtion 
vanified, ard the particles receded*to ‘their’ previous«diftance 
from each other. TI had contented’ myfelf with a-theoryimthe 
abftraét.; but Dr. Prieftley’s admirable difcovery will, ‘perhaps, 

enable me to affign the phyfical caufe of this contraétion.:.« 

© It-appears probable to me, after at’ attentive confideration 
of the fubjeét, that the matter or fluid’ contained in the-werves 
which ferve for motion, is the phlogifton, combined ‘im\a:cohe- 
rent fotm with an earth already more intimately blended iwith 
a confiderable quantity of’ that principle’; fo ‘that thetr:combi-

see and hence alfo the’ reafon that it does not flow. by 
pall es in the veins, the. fibrous mechanifm terminating where 
the veins commence, fo that there is no farther occafion for 1} 
The 'reafon of all’ this feems to be, that fuch a quantity of mat- 
ter only may be occafionally derived from the nerves, as may be 
aéceffary for the purpofes of the animal economy, &¢c. which, 
therefore, is left'to be regulated by the will, by the pulf€ of the 
dblood.{the force of which depends oa mufcular ahionps by heat, 
and other imuli.’
